PREFACE. 



It is not my intention to lay before the members of the 
Surtees Society, in the preface to the present volume, any- 
thing like a full historical description of the Cathedral Church 
of York. The length to which this work has already run 
must necessarily preclude the compilation of such an 
account, which has been already given by others.* My

ful perusal.

Of these three works the earliest in date and in importance is that 
written by Mr. Browne. That gentleman was fortunate enough to dis- 
cover the existence of the Fabric Rolls which are now printed, and upon 
them he has very properly based his history of the Minster. It is neither 
my wish, nor is it in my power, to gainsay the industry and ability which 
Mr. Browne has brought to bear upon his work. He has, however, given 
meagre, and sometimes inaccurate, extracts from the Fabric Rolls, discard- 
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chief object, therefore, shall be to give a very brief sum- 
mary of the earlier history of the Minster. 

It is not known when the first Christian Church was 
erected among the temples and altars of Eburacum. 
Doubtless, there was one there at a very early period, whilst 
the imperial eagles were still flying over the city. An 
attempt, indeed, has been made, with more ingenuity than 
success, to shew that the porch of the church of St. Mar- 
garet, in Walmgate, is a fragment of some heathen temple : 
the propounder of this curious theory has, evidently, been 
misled by the similarity between the Roman and Norman 
styles of architecture, as the doorway, to which he alludes, 
must certainly have been erected more than six centuries 
after the Romans deserted York. 

The annals of the Minster may be said to date from the 

ing, at the same time, the language in which they are written, and it is 
to supply these deficiencies that this volume has been published. It con- 
tains, also, some documentary evidence which has hitherto been unnoticed. 
There is, however, in Mr. Browne's work, much novel and interesting in- 
formation, upon which this volume does not in any way trench. I have 
derived great assistance from it myself, and any one who is desirous of 
studying the history of the Minster will find it similarly useful. 

Professor Willis has written a most masterly paper on the architectural 
history of the Cathedral. He has assailed, and, as is generally thought, 
with complete success, Mr. Browne's theory of dates, which appears to be 
quite untenable. Professor Willis argues with great acuteness and in- 
genuity, and his essay must be the foundation for every future history of 
the Minster. 

The work of Messrs. Poole and Hugall is more perhaps in the form 
of a guide than a regular account of the Minster. They adopt the views 
of Professor Willis, and present them in a more popular form. The 
volume is most pleasingly illustrated, and reflects great credit upon the 
authors and upon Mr. Sunter.

i, the Saxon king of Northumbrin, 
city by Paulinus. That ceremony 
took place in a church of wood, which, at the suggestion of 
Paulinus, the monarch ordered to be surrounded with a 

I basilica of stone, of a square form. Fifty years, however, 
had not elapsed, before the new church began to stand in 
need of repair. It had been constructed, in all probability, 
in a hasty and imperfect manner, and when Wilfred ascended 
the chair of Paulinus, in 609, he found the windows un- 
protected, and the roof unable to keep out the rain. To 
remedy these defects was his chief endeavour; the win- 
dows which had formerly been filled with linen, or boards 
pierced with holes, he now glazed ; he covered the roof with 
, and purified and furnished anew the interior of the 
church. 

la the year 741, according to Roger Hoveden, there 
was a fire at York, in which a " monasteriuni " was de- 
stroyed. Now as the Cathedral was, in old time, frequently 
called the "monasterium," or minster, I cannot but think 
that the chronicler intended to refer to that building. He 
was, probably, a Yorkshireman by birth, and he, there- 
fore, applies to the Cathedral the name which was usually 
assigned to it. Hoveden is, in general, an accurate his- 
torian, and I see no reason, in this instance, to question his 
authority. Now if this disastrous fire actually occurred, 
we must expect to find some record of the restoration of 
the temple which it destroyed. Accordingly, we have a 
statement made by Alcuin, who was an eyewitness and an 
f the work, that Archbishop Albert, who came to the 
i 707, did actually erect a most magnificent basilica. 
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Professor Willis is of opinion that this basilica is not the 
Minster, but some other church, either in York or in the 
diocese. From this opinion, however, I must be permitted 
to dissent. If the " monasterium " destroyed was actually 
the Minster, as I believe it to be, it is hardly conceivable 
that its restoration should be unrecorded, or that the Arch- 
bishop should erect a splendid edifice while his Cathedral 
was in ruins. Again, there is no church beyond the walls 
of the City of York which can possibly be identified with 
the basilica described by Alcuin, and within the City itself, 
which was then small, it is scarcely possible that there 
should exist at that early period, and at the same time, a 
Cathedral Church and a gorgeous basilica in which there 
were no less than thirty altars. But there is a statement 
on the table of the benefactors to the Minster which goes 
far to prove that these two buildings were identical ; Albert 
is there placed among the five founders or builders of the 
Cathedral ; would his name stand there if the basilica which 
he undoubtedly erected were not the Minster, " but some 
other church, either in York or elsewhere in the diocese ?" 
It is my impression, therefore, that Archbishop Albert 
was actually the builder of that church which was in exist- 
ence at the Norman Conquest. Of its shape and extent 
there is nothing now known. Among the fragments of 
early masonry which have been disclosed in the crypt there 
are one or two which have, in all probability, belonged to 
Albert's church, but there is nothing whatever in the fabric 
of the present Minster to connect it with the Saxon times ; 
except, perhaps, a mutilated image of the Virgin, which is 
imbedded in the eastern wall of the presbytery. 



The Cathedral erected by Albert remained standing for 
more than two centuries. In the year 10G9 it was acci- 
dentally destroyed by that scourge of York, a fire, which 
also consumed the celebrated library. Within twelve 
months, however, Thomas the Norman became Archbishop, 
and he, according to Stubbes, rebuilt the church from its 
foundations. Mr. Poole seems to think that Thomas merely 
repaired the choir to fit it for the due celebration of divine 
worship, and that it was not fully restored till Roger came 
to the see in the middle of the next century. This may, 
perhaps, have been the case, hut if the choir erected by 
Thomas was only a temporary one, it must still, judging 
from the remains of it in the crypt, have been of a very 
substantial character. 

Thomas's Church, in all probability, consisted of nave, 
aisles, and transepts, the aisles and transepts ending, it may 
be presumed, in apses. There was a central tower of mag- 
nificent proportions and, probably, there were two towers 
at the west end of the Church. There is a sketch of what 
the Minster is then supposed to have been in the subjoined 
plan. 

No alteration was made in Thomas's Church till the year 
1171, when Archbishop Roger began to build a new choir. 
This is said to have been necessitated by a fire which 
occurred in 1137, but there are some grave reasons for 
doubting the fact. It ia quite enough to suppose that • 
Roger, a new and active prelate, found the old choir to be 
inconveniently small, and that on that account he began to 
reconstruct it. The shape of this choir, which was without 
au apsidal termination, may be seen in plan No. 2. 
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The Cathedral was now a complete specimen of the 
Norman style of architecture. It did not long remain 
intact. A new style came into vogue with a new century, 
and it soon made an inroad upon the Minster. 

The innovator was that munificent prelate Walter Grey. 
To him the Church of York was indebted for the south 
transept with its noble and graceful proportions. This 
work was probably completed by the year 1240, and its 
erection was immediately followed by the building of the 
north transept, which, according to Stubbes, was reared 
at the sole expense of John Romanus the treasurer of the 
Minster. That officer is also said to have rebuilt the lan- 
tern tower ; as, however, there are still traces in it of Nor- 
man masonry, it is probable that Romanus merely re-faced 
it, putting in at the same time new windows to make it 
harmonize with the recently erected transepts. 

The tide of restoration had now begun to flow, and 
there was no desire to stop it. The noble transepts and 
the bell tower of John the Roman were a striking contrast 
to the nave and choir, which were still untouched. It was 
plain that they could not remain as they were. It was 
determined, therefore, to rebuild the nave. The credit of 
commencing this glorious work is given to another John 
the Roman, who was Archbishop of York. He was the 
son of the treasurer who had done so much to renovate the 
Church, and he inherited the taste and energy of his sire. 
The first stone of the new nave was laid by the Archbishop 
in the year 1291. 

The erection of a building so vast and so magnificent 
as the present nave was no ordinary undertaking. The 
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Chapter of York, however, were resolved to complete what 
they had begun, and they were most generously assisted 
by others. In 1296 they imposed upon their prebends 
and dignities a tax of two-sevenths. In 1298 the Chapter 
sent their sub-chanter, Roger de Mar, to the court of Rome, 
and he was there directed to secure the permission of the 
Pope for the imposition of a tenth and a third upon the 
non-resident members of the Chapter. * 

Nor were the Archbishops unmindful of their metropo- 
litan church. John Romanus, as we have seen, laid the 
foundation-stone of the nave, and, in all probability, contri- 
buted largely to the fabric fund. Archbishop Corbridge 
granted an indulgence of forty days on behalf of the same 
work.f His successor, William Greenfield, made a similar 
concession, and gave, among other donations, the munifi- 
cent sura of 500 marks to the Church.} Archbishop Mel- 
ton, who succeeded Greenfield, was a most generous bene-

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factor to the Minster. He issued more than one brief on 
behalf of the fabric, and gave 500 marks to further the 
progress of the works.* The liberality of the noble families 
of Vavasor and Percy will be afterwards alluded to. 

Thus assisted and promoted, the works in the nave, 
extensive though they were, made considerable progress. 
In 1338 they were far enough advanced to allow several of 
the windows to be glazed. In that year the great west 
window was filled with glass at the expense of Archbishop 
Melton, who gave 100 marks for that purpose. f

Mr. Browne gives the following extract from Torre's MSS., which 
shews the use that was made of the Archbishop's gift. 

" On Monday next, after the feast of St. Agatha, the virgin (celebrated 
Feb. 6), a.d. 1338, it was covenanted by indenture that Thomas de 
Boneston, vicar choral, should at his own proper costs, glaze two windows 
of this Cathedral Church, viz., on each side one, find all the glass for the 
same, and pay the workmen their wages for the finishing thereof. Thomas 
de Ludham, custos of the fabric, became bound to pay him twenty-two 
marks sterling, viz., eleven marks for each window. 

"Likewise in a.d. 1338, another indenture was made between one 

Robert on the first part, and Thomas de Boneston, custos of the 

fabrick, on the other, for the making of a window at the west gable of this 
Cathedral Church, and to find all sort of glass for the same, and for doing 
the work the said Thomas was to pay him six pence a foot for white, and 
twelve pence a foot for coloured glass." 

In 1361 we have a notice of another window. In that year Agnes 
de Holme, widow of Robert de Holme, of Burton, in Lonsdale, leaves 
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In the year 1345 there was an enquiry into some 
alleged misdemeanours among the workmen who were em- 

100s. to the fabric. She also says, " Lego novae fabricse chori tantam 
pecuniam pro quanta unus homo potent conduci ad peregrinandum pro 
uno alio homine ad S. Jacobum Apostolum ad constructionem unius 
fenestra vitreee, et volo quod in uno luminari dictse fenestras ponatur 
ymago S. Jacobi Apostoli, et in alio luminari ejusdem ymago S. Kathe- 
rinee virginis." 

A notice of a contract for glazing the east window, which was made 
in 1405, is given by Messrs. Browne and Poole. John Thornton, of 
Coventry, was the artist. 

Some of the glass-work in the Minster was executed by John Petty. 
He died in 1580, being at that time Lord Mayor of York. The follow- 
ing extracts from his will are interesting : — " I bequeath to Sanct Peter 
werk vj tabyls of Normandy white glase and x schafe of Renyshe glase. 
To Sanct Mary Abbay, to the wark, x shaffe Eenyshe glase. To Fumes 
Abbay 13s. 4d., beseching thame of clere absolution, be cause I have 
wrought mych wark thare. To my broder Robert all my toels and scroes 
and a credill of Normandy glase, and a waw of glase." Petty's name 
occurred in one of the windows of the Minster. 

The following notices are of a more recent date: — "1663, Paid for 
blewe glasse to Edward Spence. 1670, for one firkin of glass which 
came from Newcastle, 17 s. 6d. 1671, to Thos. Buckton for coloured 
glass 5s. For three tables of white glass and severall peces of coloured 
glass, 10s. 1688, to Mr. Giles for 120 foot of odd peces of thick glass, 
etc., 1/. 5s. For a peice of blew glass and a peice of green glass, Is. 2d. 
1693, to Charles Crosby for mending and setting anew a window in the 
Chapter-house, 13/. 15s. 1694, to Charles Crosby for glass work, 
19/. 4s. 1695, to Charles Crosby for setting a new window in the 
Chapter-house, etc., 28/. 6s. 2d. 1753, to Wm. Peckett for painted 
glass at south window, 111. 14s. 1754, to Edw. Matterson for painted 
glass, 1/. 16s. 1758, to Wm. Peckitt for stain'd glass, 100/. For 
crown glass from London, 91/. 6s. 1796, to Mrs. Peckett for three win- 
dows of painted glass, viz., Abraham, Solomon and Moses, 32/. 0s. 4d." 

Mr. Torre has described at some length the painted glass in the 
Minster, but in a very meagre and inaccurate manner. 
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ployed by the Chapter. From the evidence which was 
then produced it may be inferred that the stone-work of 
the nave was at that time complete, but that a ceiling of 
wood was still wanting. This defect was not supplied till 
the year 1355, when the munificence of Archbishop 
Thoresby enabled the Chapter to complete their magnifi- 
cent nave. 

Simultaneously with the nave proceeded the building 
of the Chapter-house. Some very erroneous dates have 
been assigned to this beautiful work. As it is built in the 
flowing decorated style of architecture it could scarcely 
have been completed before the middle of the fourteenth 
century. On the parapet of that building appear several 
bears which, it may fairly be presumed, are the device of 
Francis Fitzurse, who became treasurer of the Minster in 
1337. It may, therefore, be inferred that Fitzurse took a 
considerable part in the erection of the Chapter-house. 

The nave and transepts being now completed, the dif- 
ference between them and the Norman choir would be 
painfully striking. The restoration of the choir was now 
the desideratum, and it was undertaken by a man of no 
ordinary energy. It is to Archbishop Thoresby that we 
are indebted for the conception and the commencement of 
that glorious work. The foundation stone was laid in 
1361 ; but, at least, thirty years elapsed before the whole 
was completed. From the Archbishop the Chapter re- 
ceived the most munificent aid. He gave up to them his 
manor-house at Sherburne, and his purse was always 
open.*

Mr. Browne does not think that the presbytery was 
finished in Thoresby's lifetime. I have entered into the

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and it is, therefore, unnecessary to re-open it here. The 
following cut, however, will be useful to shew that the 
tombs which were in the pavement before the altar of the 
Virgin were, as all the historians have stated, those of 
Thoresby and his predecessors. This once established, and 
Mr. Browne's theories are untenable. He assigns these 
tombs to various persons, laymen as well as canons, but no 
one who sees this cut,* which has been slightly reduced from

" The annexed plan is made up of Torre's separate drawings in fac- 
simile, and we may gather from the manner in which the stones fit each 
other and their proportions, that, rough as the representations are, they 
are not far from some scale adopted for the whole. The same remark 
does not apply to Torre's general plan, by which the relative places of the 
stones have, independently of his descriptions, been ascertained ; the 
breadth of the stones in that place being too great in proportion. But, 
although the stones are thus uniform in size, and in Torre's general plan 
their heads form a connected line, yet in the latter the dimensions of N 08 * 
31 to 36 are contracted towards the east by a sort of projecting step, 
with some transverse object in the centre, and I cannot be certain whether 
this covered the feet of the stones (in which case Torre must either have 
restored the stones from the portions remaining in sight or have copied 
them while the step was raised upon some occasion or before it was con- 
structed) or whether N 08 * 31 to 36 projected more westward than N 08 * 
30 and 37, notwithstanding the general plan. I prefer the former supposi- 
tion for the following reason, because N°- 36 is an addition to the series, 
and from its shortness, probably nearly cotemporaneous with the project- 
ing step, which must therefore have been an addition also, otherwise we 
would have to suppose that a space intervened between each stone. 

" The piers and longer step are supplied from Torre's general plan. 
In Drake's plan the step is more to the west, in fact it clears the piers 
instead of abutting against them. I suspect that this alteration was 
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Torre's rude drawing of the stones, can fail to see that they 
can only be aseribed to Archbishops. 

made about the time that Dean Finch was buried, whose monument is 
affixed to the south pier. Drake's Bishop's stones are altogether to the 
south, with a blank stone (qu. 36 or 33 removed? — sed qu. his accuracy?) 
to the north. 

The shorter step to which I have referred is given in dotted lines. 
With the exception of the introduction of N°* 36, the stones lie as 
given in Leland's Itinerary. Leland saw inscriptions commemorating, or 
ascertained the burial place of, six Archbishops, of whom Thoresby was 
one. But Thoresby provided six marble stones " pro tumulis predecessorum 
nostrorum." N°* 33 must, then, have been an Archbishop also. And who 
was commemorated by it ? There was one man whose body would scarcely 
fail to rest here, who had preceded Thoresby in the character of founder 
of a choir, who had been ( honourably buried in the middle of the choir — 
which he had constructed anew ;' and whose body Thoresby would scarcely 
degrade from its high position. That man was Archbishop Boger. 

" How his inscription came to be defaced or torn up when Leland 
wrote is a difficult question, but it would equally apply to the tomb of 
any other person, and in no way militates against my theory. 

" The order of the Archbishops was probably much in that of their 
former burial. It is very observable that the styles of the tombs vary 
with their chronology, which is thus : —

I shall not carry my brief notices of the history of the 

sheet. The others were cut out, but if in the style of the Wensley priest, 
how grand a series ! And this is only what one might expect in 
Thoresby 'b period. 
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Minster farther. The Fabric Rolls take up the subject 
where I leave it, and to them my readers must be referred. 
A few general observations may, perhaps, not be deemed out 
of place. 

It has been frequently asked, How is it that we know 
nothing of the mediaeval architects ? Did modesty con- 
strain them to conceal their names, or were the plans exe- 
cuted by several persons, so that it would be invidious, if 
not impossible, to particularise any one ?" It is by no 
means easy to give an answer to this question. I am in- 
clined to think that at York a great share of the responsi- 
bility fell upon the master mason, but he was probably 
assisted, to a certain extent, by the keeper of the fabric, 
and the treasurer.* The following list of the master- 
masons will be of some use.

Of these, Pakenham was a native of the South. Pat- 
rington and Hedon were probably born at the towns in 
Holderness which bear their names. The stately churches 
which grace those places are famous, not only in Yorkshire, 
but throughout England, and it is probable enough that 
the Chapter of York very gladly availed themselves of the 
services of men who assisted in erecting them, to superin- 
tend the building of their choir. Colchester, we may safely 
assume, was an Essex man, and his appointment to the 
office of master-mason was looked upon as an intrusion. 
Porter came from Lincoln, and Hyndeley from Norwich. 
To Hyndeley, the Minster of York is indebted for its 
splendid screen, and the presence of a hind lodged among 
the carving, would seem to shew that Hyndeley had had 
a hand in designing it as well as in executing the work. 
In looking over the lists of the workmen, many other 
names foreign to Yorkshire will be observed. Philip de 
Lincoln was master-carpenter for a long period in the 
fourteenth century. Hugh de Grantham was one of the 
masons. Foreigners, also, occasionally occur. On the very 
first page is the name of Begon Baions, who could scarcely 
have been an Englishman. James Dam worked the crockets, 
etc., for the screen. 

In 1470, the master-mason was absent from York for 
twenty-eight days, in quest of persons who could work in 
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marble. The bells were probably cast in York, where the 
founders were always an important craft, and, as a token 
of their gratitude, the Minster was, in all probability, 
adorned with what is still called the bell-founders' window. 
One of the Friar's Minors was generally sent for when the 
organs were out of repair. 

It is impossible, however, to enter the Minster or its 
precincts without finding, in the architectural features of 
the building, some traces of the treasurers of the church. 
The charge of overlooking the renovation of the fourth 
pillar of the lantern was, as we know, intrusted to Haxey. 
The bears upon the chapter house carry us at once to 
Francis Fitzurse, and upon the exterior of the south- 
western tower of the nave, to which he was a munificent 
contributor, stands out in bold relief the name of treasurer 
Bermingham. The treasurers, I doubt not, took an impor- 
tant part in all the restorations that were made. The 
Archbishop, I should imagine, rather assented to the plans 
than originated them. It will be observed that when 
Archbishop Zouche wished to erect his chapel, the rights of 
the Chapter were most distinctly laid down, and that the 
work was placed under the control of their master-mason. 
The Chapter, however, must frequently have acted in 
conjunction with the Archbishop ; the most splendid por- 
tions of their Church were erected by the Metropolitan, 
and it is scarcely conceivable that the donor should have 
no voice in the application of his gift. Thoresby, we 
know, assisted the Chapter with his advice as well as 
with his purse. What share had he in the designing of 
that noble choir in which he is now sleeping ? Few men 
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were more richly endowed with natural gifts, few men 
were more pious and energetic, and are we to suppose that 
the builder of the presbytery at York had no architectural 
taste or skill ? We can hardly think so when we know 
that Walter Skirlaw was one of his chaplains, and that 
he gave two stalls at York to William of Wykeham. 
Did Wykeham give him any assistance ? 

The funds available for the use of the fabric were fluc- 
tuating, and by no means large. There were one or two 
estates regularly appropriated to it, especially the tythes of 
Topcliffe, but the annual income derivable from them was 
inconsiderable. Then there were the sums received by the 
penancers, and the brief-bearers, which were generally 
large,* the mortuaries and legacies,! the offerings and alms. 
Still, after adding all these sources of income together, the 
revenues devoted to the fabric were never very large ; we 
may place the yearly average of them at 500/. ; this, when 
great works were going on, was but a small sum. 

But the church of York could always rely upon the 
generosity of individuals. When we look at the existing 
fabric, we cannot but see that if the Chapter had not been 
assisted by the Archbishops it could never have been erected. 
The benefactions of Walter Grey, of John the Roman, of

Greenfield, and Melton, are not yet forgotten. It was 
Thoresby who roofed the new nave, and he was, so to speak, 
the builder of the choir. His successors, Scrope and Bowet, 
nobly followed his example. And numberless other in- 
stances might be given in which the Archbishops of York 
have evinced their care for their Metropolitan Church. 

There were, also, many other benefactors less noted 
indeed in position, but hardly less distinguished in their 
liberality. The famous Skirlaw was a large contributor 
towards the renovation of the lantern ; Haxey may be 
called the builder of the library, and to Dean Andrew the 
Church was indebted, amongst other things, for the battle- 
ments of the choir. Indeed, so widely diffused was the 
spirit of sacrifice, and the wish to decorate one of the 
noblest of God's temples, that there were few wills in which 
there was no bequest to the fabric; ; the canons, especially, 
were lavish in their testamentary gifts. To the family of 
Scrope the Minster was under the greatest obligations. In 
1386, when their right to the golden bend, their famous 
bearing, was contested in a court of chivalry, the sub- 
treasurer of York gave his evidence in behalf of the Scropes, 
and produced some vestments which were charged with the 
disputed shield. After this they had a full right to be 
considered the patrons of the Church, if deeds of kindness 
and munificence could place them in that proud position. 
Many of them are laid in the presbytery, now unrecorded 
and forgotten ; but there is one sleeping there, a noble- 
hearted prelate, whose generosity and sufferings must for 
ever endear him to Yorkshire and to York. Nor must we 
forget two other houses, Percy and Vavasor, which strove 
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with each other in their endeavours to beautify God's house. 
The Vavasors gave the Chapter free access to their quarries, 
and if we may believe tradition, and there seems to be no 
reason for doubting it, large quantities of stone.* The 
Percies were even more generous, giving stone, and par- 
ticularly timber, in profusion.! And to commemorate the 
good deeds of these two noble houses, the Chapter of York 
has honoured them with a noble monument. On either 
side of the west door of the Cathedral, which they assisted 
to erect, stands a figure deftly carved after the image of a 
man. These arc the Percy and the Vavasor, each bearing 
his offering in his arm, the wood and stone which they 
once gave. Bare-headed they stand, for they are suppliants 
before the Lord of all. Brothers in arms and in munifi- 
cence, you arc not yet forgotten ! Your gifts were indeed 
noble, but you could have no prouder monument ! 

To the Dean and Chapter of York the members of the 
Surtces Society are under great obligations. All the records

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belonging to the Minster have been thrown open to them 
in the most generous manner, and the wishes of the Chap- 
ter have been most courteously carried out by their clerk, 
C. A. Thiselton, Esq. I am most happy to have this 
opportunity of thanking that gentleman for his most con- 
siderate kindness, which has been shewn to me upon all 
occasions. 

I am glad, also, to acknowledge the courtesy of Messrs. 
Hudson and Buckle, who have granted full access to the 
archiepiscopal registers. The Society is under obligations 
to Mr. Canon Harcourt and Professor Willis, and to Mr. 
J. H. Parker it is greatly indebted for the loan of the very 
useful plan of the Minster which was prepared by that 
eminent archaeologist Professor Willis, and used by him in 
his account of the Cathedral which was drawn up for the 
members of the Archaeological Institute. 

The members of the Surtees Society will be aware that 
there has been a great delay in the issuing of the present 
volume. I have already acquainted them with the causes 
of that delay, and I must throw myself again upon their 
generous indulgence. I do not regret the labour which 
has been spent upon this book, and that has not been 
slight, but there are associations connected with this 
volume which must always be most painful to myself. Its 
progress has been retarded by illness and affliction of no 
ordinary kind. Two kinsmen very near and dear to me, 
who took great interest in this work, have not been per- 
mitted to witness its completion. One, the greatest church- 
restorer of modern times, was delighted with the novel in- 
formation that the Rolls contained, and I well remember 
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his pointing to the charges for painting the interior of the 
lantern at York, recorded at page 77, the last sheet that 
he saw, and saying — " This is just what we want to do at 
Ely." Now, singularly enough, the lantern in that glorious 
temple, renovated and painted, is to be his monument. 
Another kinsman, nearer and dearer still, first suggested 
the publication of this volume, and frequently said that it 
would make quite a revolution in architectural archaeology. 
All the early sheets were submitted to his experienced eye, 
but, alas, he was not permitted to see many of them. That 
which ends with page 160 was the last that was sent to him. 
He kept it longer than usual, and I wondered at it ; at 
length it was returned, and I soon saw that although it had 
been a labour of love to peruse it, it had been a labour 
still. Upon page 156 were the last words that he ever 
wrote in connexion with the favourite pursuits of his life ; 
there did that hand, so true to the Surtees Society, for the 
first time, waver. A fortnight afterwards and it was life- 
less. It may seem idle to record such trifles as these ; I 
mention them with a melancholy pleasure, and some will 
thank me for them. 

These things are now over, and this volume is at length 
completed. Several things have been omitted from want 
of space and time. The book, however, contains nearly all 
the evidences upon which an architectural account of the 
Church of York must be built. At some future time it 
may, perhaps, be in my power to weave out of them a 
history of that Minster in a more popular form.

The easternmost part of the church was now being built. The first stone of 
this port of the minster ivas laid by Archbishop Th-nvsby, ill 1361. Every exertion 
was made by the Chapter to hasten the consummation of the work, and they were 
ably assisted in (heir endeavour- by the munificent Archbishop. Not only did 
(hat illustrious prclale contribute very largely from his own purse to the restora- 
tion of his Cathedra], but be also destroyed, for Use -nine purpose, his palace at 
Sherbum, and induced tin: clergy sunt laily of his diocese to :i>."ist him in hia 
pious undertaking. ConsiderubV funds were by these means collected together, 
and the work was vigorously carried on. 

The eastern portion of the church must he divided into two parts, the pres- 
bytery and the choir proper. Of these tiro parts, I he presbytery, or the eastern- 
most, was begun first of all. To erect it, there was no necessity for disturbing 
the services of the old choir, or for interfering to any extent, willi its proportions. 
It is probable, therefore, that only a small portion of tins! part- of the church, 
immediately behind the altar, was removed, and ihsil a temporary wall was erected 
which separated the choir from the new work, and made it still available for the 

Archbishop Thoresby, as has been said above, laid the foundation-stone of the 
presbytery in July, 1301. The work, i he re lore, bad been going on for ten years 
when this roll was compiled, and very considerable progress must necessarily 
have been made. There was no lack of funds, and no want of energy, while 
Thoresby presided over the see. and the presbytery, after ten years' labour, must- 
have been nearly completed. I must now bring before my readers the words of 
the chronicler S'tubbs, in which he describee some of the munificent acts of the 
prelate who lias ju-t been mentioned. "Idem vero Arcliiepisoopns," he says, 
"ut verua ainator Virginia, capellam eiusdeni I lei gonclricis el Virginis Maria: 
mirahili artis sculptom, atque notabili pictnra peregit, Ibiquo plurimorum vene- 
rabilium pontilienm, predec./ssorum soonun, corpora a clsoro superius tratislsitu, 
propriis expeusis fecit tuinulari,— sepullns est coram altari B.M.V, in novo opere 
ehori, anno 1373." 

Prom this passage Mr. Browne, and every writer upon the minster, concludes 
that Thoresby finished a rirhly ornamented chapel to the Virgin, in which he 
Uid his own bones and those of his predecessors. Now, sit l.lie east end of the

presbytery (the whole of which is still called the Lady Chapel), we know that 
there was an altar to the Virgin, and many traces of painting may still be found 
there. We know, also, that before or near that altar (exactly as described by the 
chronicler), Leland found the monuments of seven archbishops, with Thoresby 
in the middle. "We know that Torre, who could never have seen Leland, identi- 
fies these tombs, and that Drake, and every other writer, follows in his wake. 
And within the memory of man seven similar stones, with effaced inscriptions, 
occupied the same position. We know, also, that Thoresby began (at least) the 
presbytery in which this altar is placed, and there is no evidence to shew that he 
did much in any other part of the church. We are brought, therefore, irresisti- 
bly to the conclusion which every other writer has arrived at, that the great altar 
to the Virgin which Thoresby erected, is in the centre of the present presbytery, 
or Lady Chapel. 

The position of the altar to the Virgin, " in novo opere chori," being thus 
ascertained to be in the prasbytery, we may gather, from the words of the chro- 
nicler, a pretty correct notion of the progress that had been made in the building 
of that part of the church. We cannot believe that the Archbishop would begin 
to decorate his chantry with exquisite sculpture and painting if the presbytery 
was without a roof. 

In the present roll, which records the expenditure of the year 1371, there is, 
I think, sufficient evidence to shew that the roof was actually placed upon the 
presbytery in that year. If this was the case, the Archbishop might safely pro- 
ceed with his decoration of the altar, and place before it the tombs of his prede- 
cessors, without any fear of accident. 

If the roof was thus erected, the walls must necessarily have been completed. 
It appears that some Huddleston stone has been used, and from the fact that 
there is no evidence to shew that the Chapter had any right over that famous 
quarry before the year 1385, Mr. Browne argues that the presbytery was not 
completed till after that year. The presence of that stone, which only appears 
here and there, may easily be accounted for from the circumstance that the 
materials of the hall at Sherburn, which is close to Huddleston, were granted to 
the use of the fabric in 1361. In 1385 the Chapter take a lease of the quarry 
for eighty years, and we cannot believe that they would do so if they had had no 
experience of the quality of the stone. 

I am sorry to differ so entirely from the conclusions of my laborious pre- 
decessor, Mr. Browne, on the above-mentioned points. Archbishop Thoresby 
speaks of the want of a place in the minster suitable for the daily mass of the 
Virgin, and he supplied that want, I am persuaded, by the altar which, according 
to Stubbs, he erected in the presbytery. Mr. Browne thinks that this daily cele- 
bration was reserved to the high altar, and yet the extracts which he gives from 
the wills of Robert Wolveden and several others, entirely contradict his theory. 
He also assigns the seven stones, which all the historians of the minster concur in 
ascribing to the Archbishops, to six other persons, one of whom in his will desires 
merely to be buried at the east end of the church, and the other near the Percy 
Chapel. Again, he removes Archbishop Thoresby from the company of his pre- 
decessors, and ascribes to him that tomb in the nave which has been too frequently 
given to Archbishop Roger : & tomb which must have been erected at least a 
century after Thoresby's death. 

Mr. Browne considers that the chapel of the Virgin, which Thoresby'built, is 
that dedicated to the Virgin and the holy angels, which was adjacent to the nave. 
There is no evidence whatever for this. He also thinks that Thoresby removed 
the, bodies of his predecessors (mentioned by Stubbs) into the same place. There 
is, however, no record of any burial in that chapel. Again, it is never called the 
chapel of St. Mary, alone ; it occasionally is termed " St. Sepulchre's," but in the 
majority of cases it is the chapel of St. Mary and the Holy Angels. I cannot,

Two large trees, 80 rigalds, and 500 wainscots are purchased "pro 
celura." Five roods and a qr. of timber are sawn for it, sixteen " keyes " are 
wrought for it at the cost of £4. Packthread is purchased for it, and, finally, we 
have the interesting item to which this note is appended. These items are 
gathered from different parts of the roll. There is also a charge of 47s. 3d. for 
painting the ceiling above the high altar with stars. Mr. Browne places all these 
notices together, and refers them to the reredos of the high altar. In this opinion 
I cannot agree with him. The high altar, it will be remembered, occupied its old 
position in the old choir. Its position, however, was merely a temporary one, as 
the presbytery was now far advanced, and the gradual destruction of the old choir 
in which the high altar stood was now imminent. Is it, then, at all probable that 
the Chapter would waste a large sum of money in constructing " a large ceiling " 
for a part of the church which was speedily to be destroyed ? Again, such a 
reredos, or ceiling, or whatever it is called, if it was made for the old choir, would 
not be appropriate for the new one. It would be too short, and in every way 
useless. The painting of the ceiling above mentioned must, of course, specially 
relate to the high altar, but we may refer it either, as has been before said, to the

It in plain, therefore, tliut the " great roiling" cam ml. with any propriety, lie 
applied to the palto? decoration nf the old lm-h allar, neither ciin il have any con- 
neiion with the old choir, upon which tin: hand of the restorer had not yet been 
laid. No work was now going on in any portion of the church but one, and by an 
exhaustive division, therefore wo uiusl conclude that iho " great ceiling" referred 
to was the franu'.v.irli of wood which mjis placed lijh iii I lie mills of the presbytery. 
We cannot, indeed, any that it was the whole of the roof; hut the adjective 
" magnus " certainly gives us the notion of magnitude and extent. The ijuavitity 
of timber purchased in the course of the year is 1ml small, but. there might Ihi 
milch more in the store-house, and a much greater part of the framework might 
be ready for use than could In. wrought mil of I he l,w Ircos which were bought 
during the year.

After the decease of Archbishop Tlmresby in 1373, wo are not surprised to 

hour that the work which was iiineneeil by him languished for some time. 

The loss of his uiirailicciil d")nl imi- deprived the fabric fund of a large portion of 
it« revenue, and Arclibidiop Neville .lid uoi follow thy example of his predecessor. 
His ninny misfortunes, tons I her v, ith I he eviimiol ion. of the time*, could not fail 
to impede the progress of (lie new choir. Therefore il was that its erection ex- 
tended over a perioil of at least twenty -seven years, when, with ordinary means 
and activity, it could have been completed in eleven or twelve. 

The presbytery, as wo have seen, was finished before Thnrc.by died, and its 
towering walls and roof would present a striking and painful contrast to the 
hum I ilc ch.ii r of Arch hi:- hop Km 1 it, which was Mill standing.

Between tin- years 1 UK') mid 1 105, Ibe period illustrated by this pair of rolls, 
it is probable that the roof was put upon the western port inn nl' the choir, or the 
choir proper. We have seen that at the close of the year 1J9!) the fabric possessed 
considerable stores of timber, glass, anil lead. Much iron work was also pre]>ared 
for the windows of the choir. Ju the present roll there are farther purchases of 
lead and nails. I believe, therefore, tbat at the beginning of the year 1405 the 
roof of the choir (wood and lend) was complete. There is internal evidou.ee, I 
think, in these rolls, that this was the caso. For instance, there is a charge for 
plastering the walls (?) and the altars in the new choir. Now this would not 
be done till the roof was safely upon I lie walls. In No. V. there is a donation 
made to the Commons of ilic City of York for cli-iiriiiir away the sltmcH (no doubt 
the waste and rubbish nut of the church), and for nueriii.' the timber on the out- 
side. This timber was probably spared from the roof, and was sinned away under 
cover for future use. And in the present roll it appears that, under the head of 
old stores, the Chapter sold a very targe quantity of new limber, a proof, I 
imagine, that they bad bought more wood for the roof than was actually required. 

It is much to be regretted that these early rolls are so imperfect. They are in 
a sad condition. The titles are, in each case, wanting, hut the dates may bo 
accurately fixed by the contents. What a pity it ia that Torr did not turn his atten- 
tion to them when he was forming bis stupendous collections, lie had before him 
many documents which arc- now lost, mid he and I>u_d:de record the existence of 
a regular register book of the fabric, which is now missing. A little care on his 
part might, have prevented much inaccuracy and doubt,

During this time ninny important alterations were effected. For the convenience 
of my reader* I shall mention Un.se, and at the same time give a brief resume at 
the operations which had been carried on from the commencement of (ho series of 

In 1361 Archbishop Thorcsby laid the foundation -tone of the now choir; the 
eastern portion of which, called the presbytery or Lady-chapel, was substautially 
completed before he died. The building of the west*™ port ion of (be choir occu- 
pies the space l>etweeu 137^1 and 1100; and before 1405 that part of the church 
was roofed in, and considerable progress hud been made wilh the interna! decora- 
tions. These are, generally speaking, the conclusions arrived at by Professor 
Willis, which are assented to by Mr. Poole. Mr. llrowne, however, (tillers very 
widely from them. Me thinks that the presbytery was not roofed in till 1401), 
and that the choir- proper was not in a comlil ion to receive its roof till 1434 or 
1435. I must confess that a very careful examination of the documentary evi- 
dence upon which Mr. Browne relies leads mo In ;.-!vc my opinion entirety against 
him , The architect ura.l student Hill, 1 think, do the same, ivheii lie reviews the 
building and Mr. iirowno's work, withont Hie assistance of any additional informa- 
tion. There are, however, r-cvcral ent ties in tlicse rolls nhicb bave been hitherto 
either altogether omitted or i in perfectly noticed; and these seem to militate alto- 
gether agamsi Mr. Lii'uwuc's theories. 

The western pari- of I he choir, as bus been said before, wn- eoiuplcted before 
the year 1405. lletweeii it and the decorated nave stood the old Norman bell- 
toner, presenting a striking contrast to the rest of the church. We may be sure, 
thcrclorc, that as soon as the choir was complete some alterations would bo made

the church since those of Thorcsby and his predecessors. The mutilated 
corpse of Archbishop Scrope was \ m d in die pre-bytcry. and near him was placed 
the body of his illustrious kinsman, Stephen Lord Scrope of Masham, In 1409 
Thomas Walleworth, the brother of the well known Lord Mayor of London, 
was interred near the -aiiie place, and buv'.ais became pretly ft'caiient in that part 
of the church. Not that it was impossible for any one to have boon interred 
there previously, but it was probably considered inconvenient or inexpedient to 
open the earth in that |>art of the church, to any extent, at an eaidier period. 
It is observable that these interment, took place sb novo apere e/iori— words whioh 
Mr. Browne underlines as if they conliniied his theory ilia! the presbytery was 
only roofed in a few years before. Of course it was the new work when com- 
pared with the nave or the chapter house! In 1115 the crypt was paved with 
Flemish tiles, ami the windows and doors were 111 led up with the necessary iron 
work. The stone work of the crypt, however, was of an earlier date, and must 
have been completed before file wesh rn part of I be choir was lioguu. Between 
the years 1405 and 1415 most of (lie interna! a rnm .^-incuts of lite choir-end of 
the church would he completed. There was much to be done, and we cannot 
suppose cither that the presbytery and ils adpinds wriv complete in 1373, or 
lhat the choir proper and it- decorations were Unshed in 1405. Of course, on 
the outside, there was work enough to monopolize the attention of the masons 
for many years. Wo must now turn our n.1 tuiitimi to I lie eye of the church, the 
high altar, to the decoration and erect imi of which tile Chapter would be sure to 
devote themselves at the earliesl po-siblo opportunity. 

When the choir of Archbishop linger was removed, and of the period of its 
destruction, we have no accurate in format ion, it would be necessary to erect a 
temporary high allar. and to set up stalls in some other part of the church. Mr. 
Browne seems to think that the old choir was standing at least up to the year 
1405, and argues that this was the case I't'oin several documents in which the 
words c*oi'r and high altar are mentioned. New these words might he applied, 
with perfect, truth, to the ft-miiuniry choir aiiil high altar, and to them, as I 
believe, they refer. Where 1hi- temporary choir mis is a matter of some diffi- 
culty and doubt. Mr. llroivne thinks that the prc-hyf.erv was the nlace selected

lery would, no doubt, be quite ready for such n purpose ; Rut Professor Willis 
thinks Hint it could not bo conveniently reached by the worshippers while the 
works of the choir were going on. Tho altnr, as he thinks, might safely be 
placed under the lower ; but. it could mil remain (here when the faces of the pil- 
lars were being recascd between the jean 1405 and 14-10. "Whichever theory be 
correct, I believe I hat the new choir Mould lie quite ready to have tho high altar 
returned to it between the years 1 105 and 1418. Of course it woidd be the wish 
of the Chapter that the new altar should lie of sumptuous and costly workman- 
ship. It certainly seems to have occupied a site clone In it- proper position when 
the present roll was compiled (1115), for in it there is a charge for sLity-eii yards 
of cloth called westwall, "pro lo rercdorco matcni altoris." This was, 1 doubt 
not, hun£ in [mediately behind the high altar, to form an appropriate barrier 
between it and the incipient sercen or reredos which was to separate the altar 
from the presbytery. At the present time in the Cathedral at Ely a similar cloth 
performs the like office till the magnificent reredos is complete. Between the 
years 1410 and 1430 a very lartte sum of money seems to have been expended 
upon the reredos and the table of the hijxh altar, nhatovor tlr.it may have been. 
Money, together with plate and jewels, wore htqinwlliiri to it; and on no other 
portion of the church was treasure so laMshly be-towed. A new rood was also 
erected in 1115 before the hi.'li altar in the new choir.

The Chapter, it will be seen, were still in want of stone fur the minster.

J Sir John Lauglon, who was the owner of the Huddles ion quarries, resided 
at Farnely, near Leeds.

The roll records a gratuity to l!ir HWhUMn Kjr onoting lla- ttoflbH within Hie 
minster. Par what purpose was this si.-ntiold required ? The south-west tower 
in the nave was, we may presume, now completed, iiin.1 the lieUs were probably 
Boon transferred to it from the yrcut la n(eru -tower. The Chapter, therefore, 
would now he able to commence it]'(Tii!ir>ns in the buteni. The mirth -west tower 
in the nave, however, was still to he erected, and I am inclined to think that it 
was now first oommotmed. The absence- of an appropriate companion to the 
south-west crn tower would lie felt to tie an eyesore to the unity of the minster, 
and we may be pretty sure thai every exertion would be made to build it with the 
least possible delay. It most be remembered (bat the. handsome lantern of 
treasurer Romamis was still untouched, and although il was of :i il liferent style 
to the nave or the choir, it must still have been a greal ornament to the church, 
and I believe lliat the Chapter uniikl wish u. », e the want ill;.' Ihiht erected before 
they meddled, to any extent, with the less necessary restoration of the lantern. 
They hepin with tint, when rbey had made some pru_TCs- ivith llic north-west 
tower ; and accordingly we (hid, from some subsequent rolls, that the works in the 
two places were K»iii!.* on simultaneously. It would not be possible for the 
Chapter to carry on two distinct works oi such magnitude and importance alto- 
gether at the same time, with the small number of artificers which their tailing 
receipts had obliged them to employ.

f The military orders throughout Europe had many troubles to contend with 
in the course of this century, and they were assisted by the contributions of the 
faithful. It appears that the Chapter had granted a subsidy of ten marks for the 
knights of Rhodes. The chest in which the alms were deposited is probably that 
which still remains in the vestry. It is carved, in very high relief, with the his- 
tory of St. George, and is, in some respects, one of the most interesting specimens 
of mediaeval carving that is in existence. Mr. Poole, in his account of the 
minster, gives an excellent engraving of it. 

% Wm. de Cottingham, for a long time the master-carpenter of the minster, 
died in 1457. Some extracts from his will, which shew that he had thriven in the 
world, will be given in the Appendix. 

§ In old times there were but few vacant spaces around our Cathedrals. Com- 
merce and traffic of every description were carried on at their very doors, as we 
may still see on the Continent. So it was at York. A range of tenements, extend- 
ing from the west-end of Belfrey's Church to the corner of Petergate, was removed 
within the last thirty years. The burial-ground of the same church, which was 
adjacent to the minster, was frequently used for fairs and other festivities, nor 
was the inside of the Cathedral itself free from gross neglect and profanation. 
There is more respect and consideration shewn at the present day to our Cathe- 
drals than was ever paid to them during the middle ages. 

|| John Berningham, who died in 1457, had been treasurer of York for 
twenty-five years. During his tenure of office the south-west tower was begun, 
and to his exertions its erection is principally to be ascribed. He left 50J. to the 
minster, and large sums of money to other charitable purposes. 

^ A distinguished ecclesiastic and statesman, who died in 1457. He was in- 
troduced into public life by the Cardinal of England. He and Barningham were 
most intimate friends, and were beneficed together, both at York and Beverley. 
Wilton desired in his will to be interred in a chapel which he had built at 
Beverley.

* A document of the greatest importance, although it is unfortunately imper- 
fect. Its date, however, may he settled by the fact that the death of Spillesby, 
the master-mason, is recorded in it, and the appointment of William Hendeley in 
his room. Spillesby died in 1472. 

This roll affords positive evidence that the roof of the central tower was at 
length complete. We have the charges for painting it detailed in the most ample 
manner. More glass is also purchased. 

The interior of the church being now thoroughly finished the Chapter deter- 
mined that it should be consecrated. This was done on the 3rd of July, 14-72. 
The aot of consecration was very frequently deferred, for years, or even centuries, 
till the whole of a church was fully erected. When the sound of the axe and the 
hammer was stilled then that solemn rite took place. 

It will be seen that for some time the Chapter had been busily employed in 
putting the furniture of the minster into proper order. Fractures were repaired, 
missing articles replaced, and new acquisitions made. Still, after all, it is la- 
mentable to turn to the revelations which may be found in the visitations of the 
Church which are given in the Appendix — to see how so fair a shrine was neg- 
lected, and to mark the many faults of the ministers of the re-edified sanctuary. 

Seventeen masons were employed this year, having for their wages 51Z. 9s. 
There were fourteen carpenters, who received 171. 6s. 4d. The sum of 23s. 9d.

About the beauty of the workmanship of the screen and its most elaborate 
ornamentation, there cannot be two opinions ; of the propriety of its occupying 
its present position there may be grave doubts. The effect of the transept is not 
improved by this heavy mass of stonework, and the proportions of the nave, which 
ought to be much longer than it is, are very much marred by this ponderous 
barrier to its extent. 

William Hyndeley was the master-mason, having two others under him. Six 
carpenters were employed, and received 111. 16s. 4d. The sum of 27s. 8£d. was 
paid to the sawyers, and 96s. 4d. to the labourers, of whom there were but three.

X Richard Andrew, Dean of York for twenty-six years, was a most distin- 
guished man. His posts in the church were very numerous, and he was frequently 
employed in the service of the State. In 1451-2 the deanery of York became 
vacant, and there were two competitors for it, the treasurer, Berningham, and 
Andrew. The latter carried the day, as Gascoigne tells us, by bribery. His career 
as Dean, although he was frequently non-resident, and in the latter part of his 
life very infirm, was a memorable one. The restoration of the minster made rapid 
progress under his rule, and he had the gratification of witnessing the completion 
of that glorious undertaking. This roll records a munificent donation which he 
made towards the completion of the choir. To the college of the Vicars Choral 
he gave the living of Nether Wallop, in Hampshire, which they still possess. He 
also established a chantry in the minster, and in his will left several splendid 
legacies to the church. In 1477 he resigned the deanery, and died shortly 
afterwards.

his designs fully into execution. We have, however, a notice in this roll of the 
erection of no less than six altars in the minster, which were intended for the 
king's chaplains. In the nil] of William Potcinun, canon residentiary and arch- 
deacon of the Kasl Riding, who died -con aiV-r the king, wo lind a bequest of 
certain timber which bad been taken down from the bouse which was being 
erected fur the king'- chantry priests. Wo see, therefore, thai not only hud a 
certain number of altars been creeled in accordance with the king's desire, but 
that a college hud been begun in which 1 li ■,- ohmiiry priests were to be located. 
By tho battle of Uo-ivirrlh all llm pious intentions of Kiohard were thrown over, 
the college at York was pulled down, and we hear nothing mora about the altars 
or the chantry priests. 

Rarely, if ever, has there been a prince in the north so universally beloved as 
Richard 1 II. The ties that bun in] linn In the noble house of Ni-\ille and his own 
regal n in ni licence endeared him to tlie people of the north. They stood by him 
m erery danger, aud on every occasion, and even afLer his full, when their help 
was of no avail, his memory lav at the bottom of their hearts, ever springing up 
again to be cherished and lamented. 

Policy as well as affection would induce Richard to win tho regard of that 
people, and he knew well bow to gain Ihem. He resided much among them, and 
dazzled them by his grandeur and atlabilily. Patents ami places were showered 
anions tlieni with a lavish hand. His piety won the favour of the clergy, and 
all. fii-ciuaicd alike, bowed lielbre the conuuon idol. 

He was at York, in great si me, in 11S3, going to the minster in all tho pomp 
of royalty. At a solemn ban.piei. in the cily, which look place shortly afterwards, 
the king's youthful son was created Prince of Wales. If was probably un one 
of these occasions 1 1 .at the college of tin: hundred chaplains was ordered to be 
estahlished. 

Ho also gave to the miielcr a very precious cross, which is described in tho 
inventory of the jewels of the church, to be found iu the appendix. To the 
vicars choral he was a bru. fader and a patron, prevailing upon the chapter to 
advance them to their original number. It was a dark day for the north when 
its tun set upon the Hold of Bosworth.

In 1638 Sir 
Henry Slingsby says, "Edward Horseley, a painter in York, is now painting 
the lodging-chamber above the new parlour in colours suitable to those hangings 
I have brought to hang it with all. The chimney-peice is painted answerable in 
blew colours." — (Diary 5 .J Horsley made his will on Feb. 25, 20 Car. ii. He 
leaves to his grandson, Wm. Horsley, " A book of armory, being a copy of the 
same booke I bought of Mr. Thos. Harrison, which cost 15J. To my grandchild, 
Edward Horsley, all my bookes, comonly called Quaker's books. To my sonne 
William all my bookes of armory, written, drawne, or printed, and all my bookes 
of history and divinitie, the painted pictures in the house, all my coulors, working 
tooles, and grynding stones and oyle belonging to my trade, my pockett watch, 
etc. To Major Walter Bethell my maize ring of gold."

It was the business of I hi- ollicer to iUU.'ivl to tTic soi vices and [he tenants of 
the church. lie paid the commons of the canons in residence, the stipends of the 
vicars and oilicers ol tin- minster, tr^ctlier witli nil pen-ions and casual charges 
connected n'ith the chnroh and it- li'u riios. He provided the wafers, wax, etc., 
which were required, and out of the cope-money which lie received from each 
canon he kepi the vestment;, etc., in proper repair. Certain estates and payments 
were appropriated to the ullicc, iiicliidhii: tlie irrcni farms - and the residue, after 
the payment of all expenses, was divided equally anioiiu' the reside ntiaries. 

The chamberlain scut in two rolls for each year: one ex tending from the feast 
of St. Martin in the winter to Pentecost, and the second from I'enteoost to the 
first-mentioned feast. It is much to be regretted that this series of rolls is so 
very imperfeot; they are protty numerous Let ween KI70 and 1-100 ; in the fifteenth 
century but few have hewn preserved, mid in those of a subsequent date, which 
are far more regular, there are few notices of sullieierit interest nud importance 
to be recorded here.

High Commission. In 1674 Dennis Grenville, Archdeacon of Durham, and a 
well-known man, was also arrested at the door of Durham Cathedral, when he 
was coming from a funeral and had his surplice on, for debt. Fortunately for him 
he was one of the king's chaplains in ordinary, and the wrath of the Privy Council 
fell heavily upon the offenders. The under-sheriff lost his office, but, so fickle are 
the changes of fortune, he was knighted by James II., and became High Sheriff 
of Northumberland.

Prefixed is the 
canon, on eight leaves, arranged in compartments in which a good deal of archi- 
tectural skill is manifested. At the end of the volume are several charters and 
Saxon documents, which have' been hitherto unnoticed, including a list of the 
relics belonging to the Minster, and some very early deeds connected with land 
and its measures. At the beginning, on the fly-leaves, are several forms of oaths 
to be administered to the canons and other officers of the church. In fact, I 
should say that this is the very copy of the Evangelists upon which every new 
officer of the church took his oath from the year 900 downwards. 

I append a translation of the document — 

" These are the churches' goods in Sherburn. There are two Christ's books 
(gospels), two roods, one aspiciens, and one ad Te levavi (service books beginning 
with those words), two books of epistles, one mass book, one hymnarium, one 
psalter, one chalice, and one dish, two mass vestments, three mass mantles (?), 
two woven sheets, two upper coverings, four hand bells, and six hanging bells." 

f From these charters we learn how the church of Topcliffe came into the 
possession of the Dean and Chapter of York. The exact date of the grant is not 
known, but it must have been made between the years 1154 and 1181, the period 
during which Archbishop Roger presided over the see of York. 

The donor was one of the most powerful and munificent barons in the north 
of England. He did good service at the battle of the Standard, and was the

* An interesting entry. It was the privilege of the Archbishop of York to 
crown the queens of England, and when a queen died a mortuary seems to have 
been due to the metropolitan church. When Queen Philippa died her rich bed 
was sent to York, and was cut up into vestments for the Church. Perhaps the 
bed of Queen Eleanor was put to a similar use. 

Queen Eleanor, according to a contemporary entry on the books of the Bean 
and Chapter of York, died on the 4th of the kalends of December, 1290. The 
story of her death, and of the affectionate sorrow of her husband, is well known. 
There are several excellent papers about her to be found in the Archaeologia. As 
soon as the Chapter of York heard of her decease they ordered a full peal 
(glascum) to be rung by the Minster bells : for this the sacrist received 5s. from 
the king. — (Wardrobe Book, 29J. 

Edward I. was present at the solemn translation of the remains of St. "William 
in 1284. In his Wardrobe Booh there are several notices of offerings which he 
made at his shrine, including two clasps of gold. 

f The second Archiepiscopal Indulgence for the fabric that is recorded in the 
registers at York. It was issued in 1304 by Thomas Corbridge, who was raised 
to the see in 1299. Drake says that he died in 1303, whereas we find him living 
in the middle of the following year, another instance of the singular inaccuracy 
of the author of Bburacum. Corbridge had been connected with the church of 
York for many years, and was, therefore, fully alive to the requirements of the 
fabric. The present magnificent nave was then rising from the ground, and the 
alms of all the faithful would be especially needed.

In the beginning of the year 1345, an officer, whose name and office have 
been lost, is summoned before the Chapter to give an account of his stewardship, 
and, generally, to inform the Chapter how the works of the minster were pro- 
gressing. He gives by no means a favourable report, in consequence of whioh 
the master-mason and master-carpenter are also called before the Chapter to 
answer for themselves. The information that they give is at once novel and 
interesting, and throws very great light upon the architectural history of the 
church. 

Fifty years had now elapsed since the foundations of the nave were laid, and, 
under ordinary circumstances, we should expect that that part of the church 
was complete. There seems, however, to have been some delay in the work, 
by which the fabric had received much injury. There was a " coopertura " to the 
nave, but there was no lead upon it, and the rain broke into the church through 
the imperfect covering so violently as to endanger the life of one of the servants 
of the church. The buttresses, also, had sustained much injury from their having 
been left unprotected at the top, the wet thereby getting into the joints of the 
stones and loosening them by degrees. The wheels for winding up stones and 
wood were still at the west end of the church, but they had fallen into decay, pro- 
bably from not being used, and there were many peculations among the stores. 
All this tends to shew that the nave, with the exception of the lead roof, had, 
in point of fact, been complete for some time, long enough for it to fall into 
decay, and that, through negligence or want of funds, the Chapter had been un- 
able thoroughly to finish the work. Thus the masons became idle, and idleness 
generated strife and plunder. When men are well employed they have no time 
to waste upon such matters.

Soon after this letter was written the work raii-l have been begun. Among 
the miscellaneous expenses of the ArohbUhnp, recorded in I lis register, there is an 
order made on the 16th of Nov., 1350 for tin- payment of 201. to Eobert de 
Swetmouth, rector of the altar of Si Laurence in the minster, "pro diversis 
eipensiH circa, oonstriioiionom eapelbe uoslnv ibidem." On the 25th of April 
following a sin i i l:i r order is made in lie hall' of Joint de Aeotue, canon of the chapel 
of the Virgin and the Holy Angels, for the sum of 40/. On Nov. 18, a farther 
sum of 40/. is ordered i,j be paid to Acnne and Swetmouth ; and on the 10th of 
May follow in-j-. tiro sums of ±'il. lis. 7d. and 111., are paid to i hem, and they have 
a general acquittance. The work v. a-, probahii , rhiishod abmit Ibis time, and as 
the formal assent of the Chapter had not an yet been regularly entered among 
llii'ir acts, we tind the doeimieu' which is now given. 

This chantry chapel was dedicated to S. Sfary Ma^-daleno and S. Martha. In 
the will of the founder, dated in Juno, 13 lit. his intentions with regard to the 
dedication and the chantry are declared, and the sum of 300 marks is Bequeathed 
to carry them out. Before the grave closed upon the benevolent prelate he was 
able to witness tho completion of his undertaking. 

The management of the work was wisely entrusted to (he superintendence of 
the master-ma*™, and the site of the cliapi:! is laid down for us. Of that build- 
ing, however, there are now no remains. It was an ap]iendas;o in the old Norman 
choir, and when tliat portion of the church was removed the chapel fell with it 
Another building took ils place, and rose up close to its old site, and it is in it that 
the Chapter-clerk ha* his office.

Besides this, the troubled state of the kingdom, the " malicia temporum," as the 
Pope calls it, would necessarily lessen the revenues of the church and retard the 
alms of the faithful. To supply this deficiency, the Archbishop is allowed to 
appropriate the church of Misterton to the fabric for ten years. The sum to be 
derived from this concession was but small, but it would still be a welcome addi- 
tion to the failing rent-roll of the master of the fabric. 

We can, in general, infer but little from the wording of such a document as 
this. It speaks, however, of the incomplete state of a large portion of the choir. 
It might, therefore, be reasonably concluded from this that some part of it was 
finished, and here then we have another confirmation of the statement of the 
chronicler that the presbytery was complete when Archbishop Thoresby died. 

I append the permission from Archbishop Neville, and the licence from the 
kin# to appropriate the ohurch. Both documents occur in Neville's Register, 
fol. 85 :—

There is but little in it of importance, as it merely refers to a question of privi- 
lege. Archbishop Scrope was now, probably, the king's host ; two years after 
this his mutilated corpse was laid among his ancestors in the presbytery at York. 
Henry IV. had but little connexion with the city of York. In Archbishop 
Bowet's register, however, there is a document which must have had reference to 
his interment. That prelate was one of the king's executors, and on that account 
the subjoined form is inserted among his official acts. It has been already printed 
by Mr. Bloxam in his Monumental Architecture, page 59, from the "Liber 
Begalis" at Westminster, but some of my readers will thank me for inserting 
it here.

» On the whole, this is the most remarkable document connected with the 
history of the fabric that has been diseovert.-d. Sir. Iirnwin.' Ii.nl not seen it when 
he compiled hi* account of 1 lie minster, n^iiiii-t which it milii u1<-s in no small 
degree. It was laid before I'l'ofe-sor Willi* by Mr. Canon II :ir court, and that 
acute and accompli -lied ma si it ol ar''li!ti-c!ural ifav draw* -nine conclusions- from 
il in his description of the Cathedral, wliich ni>yiv:ir lo me In hi: irresistible. 

Its principal value is, thai if all other evidence were wanting, it settles the data

The work of that prelate was now con- 
cealed with miiM.il] ry in tbo pcrpcii'liniliir style, to j;ivo as much uniformity as 
was possible to the "bole structure. The coynes, also, on the outside of the 
tower, were removed or squired, and the wall at the corners of the tower was, 
carried up smooth mid plain.

The Chapter mention an assanll vvliii.-li had been made upon William Col- 
chester, the master-mason, and one of his party, by some of his discontented 
brethren.

He had 
tee 11 selected fur thai ■■Mice by the king, in nil piobabilily over the heads of the 
senior masons. The master-mason bad generally, if not always, been selected 
from the stall of the fabric, mid the masons, indignant, at this encroachment upon 
their privileges, bail fallen upon llieir new master and bail grievously maltreated 
him.

* An undated letter, which occurs, among other important documents, in the 
Domesday book of the Chapter. It was probably written between 1414 and 1418. 
We learn from it that Archbishop Bowet had made a present of wood to the 
Chapter soon after his accession to the see. More is now required, and the 
authorities of the minster do not scruple to apply to their diocesan for a farther 
donation. In the fabric rolls for 1418 and 1419 donations of wood from the 
Archbishop are recorded, and they, perhaps, were evoked by this letter from the 
Chapter. A new library was now being built, and there were other works con- 
nected with the fabric upon which the carpenters were employed. 

f Robert Hallam, the celebrated statesman, became prebendary of Osbaldwick 
in 1400. In 1407 he was promoted to the see of Salisbury, which he held till 
the autumn of 1417. He died at Constance whilst he was attending the Council 
as one of the representatives of the English Court. He was interred with great 
state in the Cathedral in that place, and a magnificent brass was placed over his 
remains, which is still in existence. It is engraved and described in the Archao- 
loffia, xxx., 430-7. It appears that Hallam, before his consecration, had induced 
some of his friends to lend the sum of 2502. to the Chapter of York.

XLVII, — Some Account of Thomas Haxey, treasurer 
of York.* 

Thomas Haxey, an ecclesiastic who is still remembered in 
York for his piety and munificence, although there is little 
known about him. 1 

In 1381 lie became rector of Pulliam, in Norfolk, which he 
exchanged, in the same year, for the living of St. Nicholas, Cole 
Abbey, in the diocese of Loudon. 2 On 31 Jan., 1385-6, the 
king presented him to the rectory of Toppafield, in the same 
diocese. This he held for six months, 3 and on 9 Aug., 1387, he 
was pres d ' by John Lord Roos to the rectory of Denge, which 
he resigned in May, 1388.* On 23 Aug., 1386, he became 
rector of Crawley, Bucks. 6 On 31 Jan., 1389-90, he was col- 
lated to the stall at Tarvin, at Lichfield, which he held till he 
died. 8 On Oct. 2, 1390, he was inducted to the church of St. 
Andrew, at Histon, in the diocese of Ely, at the pres°- of Sir 
Wm. Thorp, etc. 7 On Nov. 3, in the same year, be was pres' L 
to the rectory of Great Linford, Bucks, which he resigned in 
139I. S In 1395 (23 Aug.), he was coir 1 to the stall of 
Scamlcsby, at Lincoln/ which he gave up when he became 
preb*' of Farrendon cum Balderston, in the same church on 
21 Nov., 1402. This stall he filled till he died. 10 He was also 
rector of Brington, NorthantB. 11 

In the diocese of Durham, Haxey held a stall at Howden. 12 
On 23 Oct., 1423, Cardinal Langley empowered him, together 
with John Notyngham, treasurer, and "Wm. Cawod, canon res 1 ' 
of York, Wm. Dalton, prior S. M. Ebor. and Stephen Percy, 
parson in Ecel. Ebor., to visit St. Nicholas' hospital, in York. 13 
When Haxey died, in 1424-6, he was master of Lasenby hospital, 
near Northallerton. 11 

Haxey's first connection with the diocese of York appears to 
have been his institution to the rectory of Laxton, Notts, at the

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pres"* of Sir Reginald de Everingham, on May 17, 1393. This 
living he resigned in Jan., 1407-8. In 1404-5, he became pre- 
bendary of Barnby, at York. He was also a canon residentiary. 
On Dec. 18, 1405, the see being then vacant, the Dean and 
Chapter of York admitted him to the stall of Rampton, at 
Southwell, at the presentation of the king. This he gave up in 
1418. In 1415 he was made an executor, and had a legacy of 
20/. in the futile will of Henry Lord Scrope, of Masham, 15 and 
three years after this he took an active part in requiring repara- 
tion at the hands of another member of the same noble house, 
for an outrage which had been committed in York miuster. 16 In 
1418 he became treasurer of York, giving up his stall of Barnby. 
On Oct. 1, 1419, he was inducted to the prebend of Monkton, 
at Ripon, exchanging for it, with John Brommesgrave, his 
prebend of Bedminster, at Salisbury, and this, on Nov. 16, 1423, 
he again exchanged with Thos. Bryan, for the stall of St. 
Catharine, at Beverley. Twice, on 6 Nov. 1423, and on the 
20th of March following, did the Dean and Chapter of York 
make him keeper of the spiritualities during the vacancy of 
the see. 

During his residence at York, Haxey took an especial in- 
terest in the works of the Minster, indeed he was by far the 
most active member of the Capitular body. In 1409 he was 
desired to superintend the alteration of the fourth pier of the 
lantern tower. In 1418 he gave 26/. 13s. 4d. to cover the new 
library with lead, and on that account his arms, or, three buckles 
in fess, sable, 17 were placed in the windows of that room. 18 The 
same bearing occurs on one of the key-stones of the vaulting in 
the north aisle of the choir. Haxey was also the donor of certain 
plate to the Minster, as will be seen in the Inventory. We have 
seen that Haxey was a man of more than ordinary munificence 
and administrative talent. He was also distinguished for his in- 
dependence of character, and dared to speak what he thought 
when freedom of speech or opinion was menaced by our kings. 
In the parliament of 1397 he was one of the representatives of 
the clergy in the Commons, and in that capacity suggested the 
propriety of a reform in the king's household, which was at that 
time more than ordinarily extravagant. The indignant monarch 
caused Haxey to be condemned to die as a traitor by an ex post 
facto law ! Then came the bishops, " Et prieront a roy humble- 
ment, q' lui plerroit de sa grace avoir pity & mercie del dit 
Thomas, et luy ottroier & donir sa vie." 19 Their petition was

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successful, and Haxey's life was spared. We cannot but admire 
his firmness, for he was a man 

" Qui libera posset 
Verba aniiui prol'eiTe et vitum impendere vero."* 

Haxey's will, which is undated, was proved at York on the 
23rd of Jan., 1424-G. He desires to be buried in York Minster, 
" Ubi sepulcrum 21 meum ordinatum est." He remembers the 
poor at Laxton, Tarvin, Bedminstcr, Hampton, Melton Roos, 
Scamelby, Brintrton, Bythcru and Weston, Crawley and Howden. 
To his poor tenants in the Isle of Axholme, and, specially, in 
the parish of llaxey, 3 - he gives ten marks. Five marks are left 
to the fabric of Southwell minster to repair the bells, tbe belfrey 
and the church, if be die within a year. To the use of Lincoln 
Cathedral he gives a precious chalice, which is in the treasury at 
Southwell, with a paten, full gilt, and bearing upon the foot the 
five joys of the Blessed Virgin. To Salisbury Cathedral he 
leaves a precious cross, which is also at Southwell, of silver gilt, 
with Mary and John. 23 To John Bekynghani, otherwise called 
John of the Botcry, be gives his lands and teneiueuts in Beck- 
ingham and Hampton, w liich are held of tbe Duke of Lancaster. 
To Thos. Hay thorp, Esq., John Bekynghani, his cousin, and 
Thos. Takell, mason, his nephew, he leaves ten marks each. To 
the fabric of York Minster, 100s. To the table 2 * fas it u called) 
of the high altar there, he gives 20 silver dishes and 20/. To 
the Abbot and Convent of Selby 20 marks. To the Prioress 
and Couvent of Brodbolme, 10/. To repair the tower of Ramp- 
ton church, 10/., and for the repairs of the church of Howden, 
and the chapel of Lasenby, two sums of 10/. are bequeathed. 

Haxey is said to have died on Jan. 21, aa 1424-5. He took 
good care that his name should be remembered. At Southwell 
be was the founder of a chantry, which he endowed with a

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burgage in that town, and lands at Ueckingham, Bole, Batheley, 
and Normanton. aB At York, also, his executors established a 
chantry and a yearly obit to commemorate him at the altar of 
St. Thomas of Canterbury. This was munificently endowed 
with an annual rent charge of 18 marks, to be paid by the Lord 
Mayor and the citizens of York. At the Reformation, the City 
begged to be released from this payment, and to convert it, 
according to the custom of the day, to other purposes. ^ 

Chantry and altar are now gone, but in the north aisle of the 
nave in York Minster is still a monument called "Haxby's 
tomb." It lies north and south, and is placed against the 
eastcrmost pillar in that aisle. It formerly lay eaBt and west,-" 
but was removed to its present position in 1735. M It represents, 
to use Torre's words, "the effigies of a man in his winding- 
sheet, and raised in solid white stone, inclosed on both sides and 
at the head with iron grates about a yard high, which support an 
altar-stone of black marble about 3 yards long." 30 Willis, in 
his description, speaks of Haxcy's tomb as having "at top 
his skeleton, and under it his effigies ;" 31 but in this he appears 
to be incorrect. Our ancestors were fond of depicting the form 
of a skeleton. The general notion about such memorials, and 
it obtains in this case, is that rents and offerings were paid upou 
the atone, the very sight of which was calculated to inspire a 
proper feeling of devotion, and to drive away deceit and fraud. 
It is probable enough that a treasurer would put up such a 
memorial, and therefore the tradition that Haxey erected it, is, 
perhaps,) correct. It is not, however, his tomb, although even 
in Torre's time it was " commonly mistaken " for it. Haxey's 
bones were laid a little to the south of it under " a blue marble 
about 5 yards long, which has been cscocheoned at corners, and 
on a plate at the head bears the inscription" 33 recorded by 
Drake. Drake and Mr. Poole engrave the skeleton-tomb which 
is placed, appropriately enough, against the fourth pillar of the 
lantern, the renovation of which was placed under Haxey's 
charge in 1409.

Many attempts Here made to procure the 
insertion of his name in the I'.italngue of the saints, Iml. without success; his 
merits were not deemed worthy of so high an honour, and he was merely 
beatified. 

There were few towns of any oon.r.[i;eHce in Engl;) ltd in which an image of 
the king was not creeled in the [ ■ i ; : i- i ; ■:* L church. There nib one at Ripon and 
another at Durham. At York the deceased kin,' received peculiar honours. 
The Dean, Richard Andrew, hiid hoen iii- private seeivtarv. a.nd the minster, 
therefore, was not long without -nine memorial uf his master. In the screen, 
which owed its origin to Andrew, there was a statue of Henry in the last niche, 
and it is probable eunuudt thai this mils the image to which the Archbishop refers, 
"Within the memory of man that niche Wiis laca-nt, and it. is quite possible that 
the figure of the king might have been hi ken out of il in .d.iih.ii.c to the order 
which ianow printed" In 1,115 a sum of money was paid by the Chapter for 
[minting an image of King Henry. Did this occupy the niche iu the screen P 
If it did.it was removed it [ the diss' dill ion, n lien allnrs and elligics "ere destroyed. 
In the great inventory of the church furniture we find several things recorded 
which belonged to an altar dedicated to Henry VI. 

I bava, in another place, given some notice- of llie king in connection with 
his sojourn in Craven in the household of the Pndsav's of liollon. An old 
service-book, which belonged to that ancient house, contains several prayers and 
a long hymn to the beatified monarch, A roll of prayers, in a contemporary 
hand, and addressed lo the same personage, is now in my possession. I trust, at 
some future time, to lie ahle to give an account of Henry's wanderings in the 
North of England, arid of the respocl which was there paid to him. 

Archbishop limit h issued this order, us wo may sup pore, in oliedience to the 
wishes of Edward IV. In the greal struggle which was now over, that prelate 
hail changer! sides more than once, and it is not probable, therefore, that Ibis 
expression of his opinion would have much weight either with the Chapter of 
York or with the crowds of Lancastrians who visited the minster.

* I need not, I am sure, apologize for placing before my readers, in a work of 
this nature, the valuable inventory which is now given. It has been already 
printed in the Monasticon, but a careful examination of the original, which is still 
preserved among the muniments of the Dean and Chapter of York, has enabled 
me to correct many blunders and omissions in that laborious work. 

Few inventories of this description are to be met with, and too great a value 
cannot be set upon them. They give us a very vivid picture of the great wealth 
of our churches, and of the height to which the goldsmith and the embroiderer 
had carried their respective arts. Nor must we forget the piety of the donors 
which is duly recorded. Each gift, we may believe, had its peculiar interest, and 
when it was unfolded or taken out of its case to be gazed at and admired, we can 
well imagine how the exhibitor would descant upon its beauties and enumerate 
the good deeds of each benefactor to the treasury. Each and all of these splendid 
ornaments are now gone, and of the splendid church-furniture of the middle 
ages there are now but few remnants. 

I must refer my readers, especially, to two other magnificent inventories of 
the same character, detailing the treasures which formerly adorned the churches 
of Lincoln and St. Paul's. They are to be found in the History of St. Paul's and 
in the Monasticon. 

The York inventory was compiled soon after the year 1500. In the year 

1510 it was revised by Robert Langton, the then treasurer, who has made many 

additions to it in his own hand. Above the title he has written, " Computus in- 

frascriptorum habitus xij Januarii, 1510, per me Bobertum Langton, thesaurarium." 

A thin quarto book is entirely devoted to it. 

Robert Langton became treasurer of York in 1509, and prebendary of 
Weighton in 1514. In 1511 the Dean and Chapter allowed him to absent him- 
self from York during his residence, on account of ill health, that he might visit 
the Ivmina Apostolorum. 

Langton was also a canon at Lincoln, Southwell, and Salisbury, and Arch- 
deacon of Dorset. He was nephew to Thomas Langton, Bishop of Winchester, 
and was born at Appleby, in "Westmorland. He was a member of Queen's

They 
comprise a number <if the ['rc-emmeTUs inn .if at 1 1n- \i.-.ihi.ii.;iis of the minster 
and of the churches dependent upon it. So large and so interesting a collection 
has never yet been iiiluJc public, and many will I hank me fur placing before them 
it claw of documents which throw a new light upon the arrangements of our 
ohurohes; and. generally, upon i-cclesnislieal history. Tim presentments arevery 
numerous and out of them i have selected those which give u.- mine insight into 
the services and the :i re hi lecture of the minster and its churches. Others are 
added as illustrative of the manners of the times. I have not thought it neces- 
sary to bring forward silt of I lie cases of iimnornlily willi winch every class was 
charged, especially the clergy in the minster. It is a painful subject to dwell 
upon, and it cnii serve no gc*»i purpose l<> introduce it here. 

As a general rule, I have not added any foot-notes to these presentments. Any 
curious term that occurs in them I shall endeavour to ejplain in the Glossary.

The chief value of this inventory is that it tells us the furniture of the Church 
of York at the time of the Reformation. No subsequent list was made or 
required, for,

When Mary was on the throne several gifts were made to the minster. By 
will dated 11 June 1556, George Gale, alderman of York, bequeathed " to the 
Cathedrall Churche of York one frontclothe of purple, redde and blewe velvet, 
with the Resurrection opon it wroughte in golde, for the highe altere, to be 
prayd for." By will dated 15 Apr., 1557, Sir Leonard Beckwith of York, knight, 
leaves " to the Cathedrall Churche one canapee of grene and reade sarcenet under 
whiche the blessed Sacrament was wont to be borne." 

In the reign of Elizabeth the final dispersion of the treasures of the Church of 
York, in all probability, took place. 

The use of copes was strictly forbidden in the Archiepiscopal injunctions during 
that reign, and these orders were probably attended to. In 1691 there was a 
single " white cope " in the vestry. Torre, however, has left us a description of 
some hangings for the quire which were in existence in his day.

ORGAN.* 

Articles of agreement indented, made, concluded and agreed, 
upon the one and twentieth day of March, anno Domini 1632, 
betweene the right vrorshippful John Scot, doctor of divinitie, 

* "We have now the contract mi'] the charges for setting up the organ in the 
minster in the earlier part of (he reign of Charles T. They occur in the register 
of the loases of (in: Dean and deleter between tin' year.' Ki21 and 1610. Mr. 
Crosse has already given I hem, but by nn means accurately, in his account of the 
great musical fe-tival in ilu; minster in 1825. 

It appears that on the ailli of July, MSI, a flue of £1000 was very properly 
imposed iuthocoiirl of the high commission at York on Edward I'nlcr of Thoraldhy, 
a Yorkshire es<piirc. for I In: crime of incest, which be had committed with his 
sister'.' daughter, Elizabeth wife of Francis Buhner. The T>ean and residentiarics 
ask the kin^r to grant this line to them for " repaireihg tile mines of the said 
Calhedrall Church. In setting up a. new organ, for furnishing and adorning the 
altar, anil enhabliug them to roainteyne a library keeper , : ' Their request was 
granted on the iS Nov.. 1C32, ami in the following document we see how the 
money was laid out. 

In 163-t two I raveUim." parties paid a visit to York : each of them has left usan 
accouut of their journey and a description of the York organ. Sir Win. Brereton 
speaks of a very stately organ lately creeled in the minster-quire, tinder which is 
written, " Benedictus Dens patruin iiost n"i jj.i , Qui deilit in corde regis ut adornaret 
donmni suam." 

In the extracts from the journal of the three ^Norwich gentlemen which are 
given in the l.7.'/.-.i'r llliixli'tiluf there is the following description of the minster 
on a Sunday. 

" We heard a domestical chaplain of the Lord Arch hi -hop's n reach, the pulpit 
standing in the midst betuiCne the "Hire, high altar. Arch bishop's seal and organ, 

of which we arc utile to _'ive an aoci i, as we are bound. There wc saw and heard 

a fairc, targe, hi.-ii organ, newly buili. richly guilt, earv'd ami painted ; a deep and 
sweet snowy rolie of .punsters, a Paul's crossc auditory ; the Lord Mayor in his 
golde chains, with his 12 grave brethren, 2 sheriffs. 2 Esqrs., virt., the sword 
bearer, and his left bam I in archer with the grcal mace, the recorder, many Serjeants 
with sinall maoes, etc. The gentile vice-president, with his grave and learned 
eounselle. discreet knights, bis mace ami guard, representing (' uc.vl under the Lord 
President, now Lord Lieutenant of Ireland ) a prince : many other worthy knights 
and gallant ladies that reside in that old oily being most there present, with their 
handsome retinue, did represent a second London." 

There is another description of the organ and minster, under very different 
circumstances, which I cannot, refrain from .giving. It is to he fouud in a very 
curious and scarce volume called Mu.iit-k'n M^nimuml. written by Thomas Mace, 
one of the lay-clerks in the ebapel of Trinity College in Cambridge, and published 
in 1676, in folio. It is very pic' ores. pie ami int.; resting, and shews, among other 
things, the aiili.piity of ihe custom which -till prevails nf siiiuuin: a psalm before 
the sermon. The author is speaking of the besi psalm sinking tbai be had heard — 
"The time when was in the year Kilt, the place where was in the stalely Cathedral 
Church of the loyal city Tort. The occasion of it was the great mid close siege 
which was then laid to that city and strictly maintained for eleven weeks' space 
by three very notable and considerable great armies. By this occasion, there were 
shut up within that city abundance of people of the best rank and quality, viz., 
lords, knights and ^entiemen of the Countries round about, liosides the souldiers 
and citizens, win > all, or most of them, ca i in- constant ly every Sunday to bear publick 
prayers and sermon in that spacious Church. And indeed their number was so 
exceedingly great, that the Church was (I may say) even cramming or squeezing 
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Deane of the Catlicilrall ami Metre-political) Church of St. I 
of Yorke; Phinees Ilodson, doctor of divinitie, chancellor and 
canon residentiary of the said Church ; George Stanhope, doctor 
of divinity, precentor and canon residentiary of the same Church, 
and Henry Wickbam, doctor of divinitie, archdeacon of Yorke 
and canon residentiary of the said Church, of the one party, and 
Robert Dallam, citizen and blacksmith of London, of the other 
party, touchingc the makeinge of a great organ for the said 
Church, as followeth.

full. Now here you must take mil ice, dial they then 1 tad a custom in that Church 
(which I hear not of in any other Cathedral) which \v;is that always, before the 
sermon, the whole con invention -an:.: a psalm, together with the quire aud the 
Organ; and you must, also know, that there was then a most excellent large- 
plump-lust. y-full-speaking- organ, which cost (as I am credibly informed) a 
thousand pounds. This organ, 1 say (when (lie i'sahn was -ct before the sermon) 
being let out into all its fulness of stu|-s, l<'i r eih<-r wiih the mure, began the psalm. 
But when that vast, couchordin}; unity of flu- whole eori^Tcpil ionnl chorus came 
(as I may say) thundering in. even so as it made the very ground shake under 
us ; (oh the unutterable ravishing soul's delight !) in the whieli 1 was so trana- 
ported and wrapt- up into hi.u'h oouteinplainnis. that there was no room left in my 
whole man, viz body, soul aud spirit, tor aiiythiu.' below divine and. heavenly 
rapture. If at any time or place, such a n,tiLire_'ali-d number cmild perform such an 
outward service lo the Ahnkdily, ivit.li lnic-ardeiil-nuvanl-lev.il i<>u, fervency and 
alt'ectionate-xeiil, in ei peel alien t ■ ■ have it aeeei'ted by Ilim ; doubtless it ought to 
be believ'd, that it might be and was done (here and then. Itecause that at that 
time, the desperateness and dismaidness of their danger could not but draw them 
into it, in regard the enemy was so very near, and tierce upon them, especially on 
that side the city where the Church slomi, who had planted their great guns bo 
mischievously a^ain-t the Church, ami with whieli eini-laiuli- in prayers' time they 

would not fail t<> make their lielli-b i!is.t nj-f h-, by .hnniiiiu- against and battering 

the Church, in so much that sometimes a canon bullet lias come in at the windows 
and boune'd about from pillar lo pillar, (even like ximc luriou- liend or evil spirit) 
backwards and forwards, and all manner of side-ways, as il has hapi cued lo meet 
with square or round opposition amougsl the pillars, in its returns or rebounds, 
Lint ill its force has been quite spent. And here there is one thing most eminently 
remarkable, and well worth U"l m;.-, which was. that in all the w hole time of the 
siege, there was not any one person (I hat 1 could hear of) did (in the Church) 
receive the least harm by any of their drvihish canon shot : and I verily believe, 
there were constantly many more then a thousand persons nt that service every 
Sunday, during the whole time of that siege."

the other syde for the Lord President's lady and her company : 
and this wee did command that the quire might be kept in its 
auncient beauty and not be filled up with so many seates. 
Now, for this buisines, though wee tooke all the care wee could, 
yet because the time of our stay was but short, wee cold not 
enforme ourselfe so throughly of every circumstance as wee in- 
tended to have done, for since, wee finde that the seate which 
was lately appointed for the counsell of fee in ordinary, and 
stood just before the place where the Lord President sitts, may 
well be sett up againe, without any disgrace to the quire, because 
it doth not goe further into the breadth then the stalles and 
seats before them doe, and wee further fynde that if they have 
not a seat by themselves the company is many tymes so great 
that they can have litle or noe roome in the stalls ; but the reason 
that moves us most is to take of all dislikes which were like to 
arise about choyce of places in the Church between barronets, 
knights and our counsell of fee, which might perhaps breed 
differences amongst them, to the great disturbance of the country 
and of our service there especially. Our express will and 
pleasure, therefore, is, in this perticuler, to dispense with our for-

Wickham, to which you have severally returned your answears,

Both of them were citizens of 
York and had passed through the civic offices. Allenson was a draper and lived 
in the Pavement. In 1633 he received the honour of knighthood from the hands 
of Charles I., who dined with him at his house when he was Lord Mayor. Thomas 
Hoyle was a merchant of some consequence. Eight days after this letter was 
written he hanged himself in his garden at Westminster, on an apple tree, on the 
first anniversary of the murder of King Charles I., against whom, according to 
Drake, " he had been an active man."

It Li most surprising that the painted glass in (lie Min.-ter is still so complete. 
Drake accounts I'ur it by savin,: that Thomas Lord Fairfax directed it to be taken 
down and carefully slowed away during lite days of turbulence and commotion. 
Torre, indeed, hints that some of it was not restured. It is pn liable euough Hint 
Fairfax did really take care of il and on that account he is entitled to the grati- 
tude of the County and City of York. The great charter-born of the Minster 
came into his possession, but it was, duly restored by bis successor in the title, 
Henry Lord Fairfax, in 1673. 

There is no family in Yorkshire ill which talent, energy and valour have been 
so conspicuous as in that of rairl'av. The star of that great house was undoubtedly 
the Parliamentary General. To him Cromwell was indebted for his throne and 
if it had pleased him to have held up liul a linger against Monk. Charles II. would 
never have returned to hhiu'hud. lie deserted his party when violent counsels 
carried the day against his, comparatively speaking, temperate opposition to regal 
domination.

Pelleson, Archdeacon of Cleveland, 
mentions in his will two silver spoons

Geonsall, Gboundsoles, 110, 272. 
The groundwork, foundation. Hy- 
pothyrum, the groundsell or foote 
poste of a doore.

Ar- 
chidiac, Richmond.) 

Halybeedpenny, 254. A small tax 
upon a congregation to purchase the 
holy loaf for the eucharist. cf. Dr. 
Rock, i., 137. " The inhabitants of 
St. Margaret's withdrewe ther accus- 
tomed dewties, except holly bread 
silver, which haith bein accustomable 
paid." (Depositions, etc., ed. Surtees 
Soc, 280.) 

Hanapeeium, 276. A hamper or 
basket. The Hanaper Office derives 
its name from the circumstance that 
the writs were deposited there in a 
basket. Wright. Here it is a small 
case or skippet in which records were 
preserved. 

Handbellan, 142. Dr. Bock (ii., 
307, 357) conjectures that these were 
hand-bells which were used at fune- 
rals, to arouse the attention of the 
passers by and to secure their prayers. 
They were, also, used at obits. Dr. 
Bock is, I believe, in error when he 
says that the MS. which contains 
this list belonged to Sherbourne min- 
ster : I cannot but think that the 
place alluded to is Sherburn in Elmet, 
in the neighbourhood of York, a 
church which was intimately con- 
nected with the Chapter of York from 
a very early period. 

Habdwaltiell, 95. " Iteminm 1 - waltel 
emptis pro quodam muro dicti domus 
ex longitudine xl et iiij pedum, vs. 
Johanni Hendhachet, sementario, 
operanti super dictum murum per 
iiij dies et dimidium, cap' die' iiijd.

Hacboh, 8, 18. A three-strond 
or small cable (Bailey), principally 
used on shipboard. 

Haxsiiafftes, 47. Shafts or handles 
for hacks mads of ash. Pro j frasino 
pro kaxshafftes, lid. 

Hayll, G6. Pro factura le hayU. 

Hefteb, 18. Hafts or handles. "Cui- 
ilain Carpentaria facienti ij hqftm pro 
cruee domini do frajLino." {Ret. Ab.

Helme, 18. j helms ferri. A helme 
is said by Bailey arid Wright to be u 
handle : the meaning, in this ease, is 
not quite evident, cf. Prompt. Pare. 

Hehptbeise, 135. The tree or piece 
of wood upon which flai is dressed. 

Hebnas, 15. Tools, etc., and, gene- 
rally, the whole equipment of the 
quarrymen. 

Hbbse. The frame, shaped generally 
like a harrow, ti>r snfiporthifili.elits, 
especially at funerals. Dr. Bock 
gives an interesting account of it, to- 
gether with an engraving, of, also, 
Prompt. Parv. In 1136, John Carl- 
ton, oanon of York, desires to be 
interred "eino aliquali eerie cande- 
larum, A n glice Aerce." {Test, Ebor., 
ii., 14.) Tn the register of the Chap- 
ter is the following decree relisting (o 
the clothes with which the hearse 
was draped. "Jan. 8, 1195-6. In 
quest-Lone orta inter Thoinam Bate- 
man et Tbomam Hunter, clericosde 
vestibulo, ei una parte, ac Tbomam 
Tyndole, Johannem Runkton et.

Booc 
or boos, netystalle. Prompt. Parv. 



Pace, 120. The pace at the west door. 
The space flagged over which was 
used as a walk. The nave of the 
Minster was also called a pace, as it 
was a place of public promenade, 
or a deambulatorium. 

Pais', 37, 64. A certain measure for 
glass less than a seam. In 1366-7 the 
monks of Holy Island possessed 200 
"pays" of glass. North Durham,lQ7. 

Pandoxatria, 200. Pandoxatorium in 
the Finchale Glossary, is said to be 
a brewhouse. I should imagine, 
however, that it generally signifies 
an inn, or, as the word implies, a 
place of public entertainment. 

Panell, 18. A compartment of stained 
glass. " Henrico Bos, glasier, de Ebor.

Peick Candlesticks, 275. Candle- 
sticks with a prick or spike, upon 
which the candle was placed. They 
were hence called prickets. cf. 
Prompt. Pare. In 1550, Annes 
Herper, of Marton, desires by will 
to " have fyve prikyttes of wax borne 
about my corse in the messe tyme." 
Before the high altar at Durham were 
three silver basons, with basons of 
latten within them, " having pricks 
for serges, or great wax candles, to 



stand on " (Bites of Durham, 12). 
"A candylstyke of laten with a pyke," 
is mentioned in Bury Wills, 19. 

Peick Song, 103. This, acording to 
Dr. Bock, is florid music. In 1544, 
Margt. Kirkbie desires to be buried 
in St. Crux Church, in York, " w* a 
masse of our Blessed Ladie w t prick- 
son and orgons the same day or as 
n r the same day as may be conve- 
nient." At the funeral of Francis, 
Earl of Shrewsbury, at Sheffield, in 
1560, "after the gospell, the quire 
sung another psalme in pricksong " 
(Hunter's Hallamshire, 57). At 
pp. 101, 116, 118, are charges for 
pricking or writing this music. 

Pbincipall, 309. A splendid vest- 
ment for principal days, or high 
festivals. 

Psalteb-candles, 231. These lights 
seem to have been used at funerals 
and obits, but whether they were 
used in the church or given away to 
the friends, etc., of the deceased I 
cannot tell. In 1475 — 6,Wm.Hawn, 
chaplain, says "volo quod obitus 
meus fiat in choro Eocl. Ebor. cum 
speciebus, et vino, ac candelis vocatis 
psalter-candels secundum modum 
ibidem ab antiquo usitatum."

One was 
worn on each shoulder, and they 
were called spaulse and spatularia, or 
shoulder pieces. We still use the 
word in epaulets, cf. Bock, i. 445. 
They are called spatularia in the Inv. 
of St. Paul's. Dugdale. 

Spieeees, 44, 45. Spars. " To Wm. 
Ogle and his ij men in mendyng of 
the sparres, boyth staying of the 
owtshottis & settyng uppe of ij 
prick postis, 8s.

Isopus, the instru- 
ment for sprinkling holy water, cf. 
Prompt. Bare. Cardinal Wolsey had 
"oone hallywatar stocke withe a 
sprynkill," valued at 6/. 19s. (Coll. 
Cur., ii. 311). In 1527-8, John 
Chapman, of York, leaves "unum 
le sprinkill argenti ad spargendum 
aquam rosarum." It is also called 
a strinkle. Inrthe Fountains inven- 
tory was a holy water vat with " a 
stnnkill " of silver, worth SI. 7s. lOd. 

Spyceb, 32. Speciarius, a dealer in 
spices or spice. Under the head of 
spices, in old times, were compre- 
hended many articles that are now 
sold by the fruiterer and the chemist,

In 1454, Robert 
Constable, Esq., leaves " to Eussall 
kirke a vestement of rede cloth of 
gold, and the awter cloth yare to of 
the same cloth of gold, and rede an 
with rtarnes of gold" (Teit. Ebui:, ii. 
176). In 1569-70, Goo. Conyers, 
of Pinchintborpe, in Cleveland, Esq., 
leaves " a blacke stagge with a starne 
in his forehead."

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Tabard, 207. A sleeveless coat, open- 
ing only at the sides. The following 
extract exhibits the word in a diffe- 
rent meaning: "Payd to John 
Brown, bricleyer, for ij day & di. to 
repeyer a dor ofe stone and wyndows, 
and to felle w 1 morter offer the ta- 
bards alle ye roffes, 20d."

An erangelisterium 
or book of the gospels, very frequently 
bound and jewelled in the most gor- 
geous manner, of.

"nannis, et aliis bonis reliquiis inclu- 
sis."

There is a single test 
remaining among the M8S. of the 
Dean and Chapter of York which 
hasbeen already mentioned, 142,323. 
It was lost for some time, but soon 
after the Restoration, according to 
an entry in the Chapter books, it was 
restored. It was placed in the liands 
of the dean by Henry King, the 
learned son of the celebrated bishop 
of London and the brother of Mil- 
ton's Lycidas. Bishop King had 
boon a canon of York and had filled 
the Helfrey pulpit for some time.

In 1439 John Scott, of York, leaves 
" to the thelcyng of the stepill of m y 
parish kyrke 2Gs. Sd." Test. Ehor., 
i.420. 

Thistell, 117. An aso. Wright. 

Tko register, 53, 136. Thorough 
joists; joists running right through 
or across tha roof. 

Tjibattne, 270. Wrought of twisted 
silk or thread. The silk throwers 
were incorporated 23rd Apr., 5 Car. 
1. Their arms are a throwing mill, 
a reel and three bales of silk. Bailey. 
In 1582 Anne Middleton, of Redmire, 
leaves "a fayre thrmtme chayre." 
Richmond Registry. 

Thhooqh-btane, 21, 40, etc A 
through -stone, in the first instance, 
is a stone which goes through a wall 
appearing on both sides. Drake uses 
It in this sense (Eboracvm, 58), when 
he is speaking of the escape of the 
monument of the standard-bearer of 
the 9th legion " from the brutish 
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workmen who had broke it in the 
midst, and were going to make use of 
it for two through*, as Un'y call them, 
to bind a wall." A through is also 
a long stone which marked I ho burial 
place of some particular person or 
family, which was laid through or 
over (super) the whole space occu- 
pied by the body.

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Jarrow had "j iewyrne." Jarrow 
Rolls, 92. 

Toyme, 105. 

Tbacyngbobd, 17. The board on 
which the plans, etc., were traced or 
drawn. Tbacingb-hous, 118, the 
place or room used by the draughts- 
man. 

Tbeangill, 207. A triangle, an in- 
strument used by carpenters. 

Tbifob', 284. Triforiatus. In the 
shape of a trefoil. In the inventory 
of St. Paul's were three morses " tri- 
foriati." Dugdale. 

Tbuncus, 35. An alms-box formed 
out of part of the trunk of a tree. 
Arcella, cujusmodi in ecclesiis pros- 
tant ad recipiendas fidelium elee- 
mosynas. Ducange. 

Tbyndiles, 134. The beam of the 
spindle. Wright. 

TUNALL, 2, 3. of. Willis, 62. 

Tuntight, 37, 40, 43. A measure or 
quantity of stones, etc. " xviij tun- 
tight asserum, lapidum, plumbi," 
mentioned in Kempe's Soil. 

Tutt, 262. Some kind of cloth, what 
kind I know not. Tutts, 270. A 
game at ball ; the name is probably 
a local one.

The original was said to 
be preserved at Home, and copies of 
it were frequently brought home by 
pilgrims. In 1429, John Scott, of 
York, orders masses to be sung for 
him "apud veuernakall in eccl. S. 
Petri apud Romam." Test. Ebor. i., 
420. In 1432 Isabel Hamerton of 
York leaves " unam veronicam 
Rom«."

Waites, 138. Musicians who still 
parade the towns in the North of 
England at Christmas tide. At 
Newcastle one of the towers was 
called the Waits Tower. At Dur- 
ham they had a regular livery and 
wore a silver badge. Their musical 
abilities at the present time are not 
of the most striking description, but 
formerly they were deemed worthy 
enough to assist the choristers in 
the Minster. 

Watch, 103. The watch connected 
with the clock. The two armed 
figures of wood, "pro les watch," 
which are here mentioned are now 
preserved in the vestry.

Waw, 70, 78, 83. A certain measure

Withes — osiers, or twigs ; a 
word in common use. 

Woden ? 265. 

Wodwabde, 259. A warder or keeper 
of the woods. At Brancepeth "George 
Pinchney is woodward who hath a 
fee of 21s. 8d. per ann." Survey of 
the Neville Estates, 1615. 

Weight ax, 18. A carpenter's ax; 
the shed used by the carpenter, etc., 
was called the Weight-house, 118. 

Wydal, 90. Pro uno les cable pro 
wydal. 

Wymbell, 207. An auger. 

Wysp, 73, 75, etc. Another measure 
for glass. " Pro tribus whisps vitri 
ad reperandum fenestras capellae valde 
ruinosas." Howden Roll, temp. Hen.
